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Christmas waiting game for housing 


A MOTHER and her four- 
year-old daughter face an 
uncertain Christmas as 
they wait for an eviction 
date from their temporary 
council housing. 

Catherine McIntyre, of 
Kenilworth Road, said it was 
‘impossible' to get an 
answer from Luton council 
about when she had to 
leave. She said she was 
evicted from her home in 
June last year after her hus¬ 
band left and she fell ill. 

She said: “When my hus¬ 
band left I was signed-off 
work and had to work part- 
time before being off full¬ 
time in November last year. 

“I was getting housing 


benefit from June last year 
but I was already in rent 
arrears. I got in touch with 
the council when my 
tenancy was about to expire 
but they told me to stay.” 

Catherine said she joined 
the council's housing wait¬ 
ing list after being evicted. 

However, she says when 
the authority eventually 
offerered her a house, it 
withdrew its offer after 
ruling she had made herself 
intentionally homeless. 

It then told her she would 
be evicted. 

She added: “I would not 
have been evicted if I had 
not followed their advice, 
which was they could not 


help if I left. I had to go 
through the eviction but 
now they are saying they're 
not going to help me.” 

The council said it did not 
comment on individuals. 

A spokesman said people 
assessed and ruled to have 
made themselves intention¬ 
ally homeless were asked to 
leave their temporary 
accommodation. 

He added: “However, we 
will always work with them 
to identify their housing 
options and any benefits 
they may be entitled to for 
help with rent or deposits. 

“This is all explained to 
them when they first 
contact us.”

‘Not the end’ for Ali family

THE family of Faruk Ali say they 
will carry on looking for justice 
after two policemen were cleared of 
assaulting him outside his home in 
February. 

PC Christoper Thomas and PC 
Christopher Pitts hugged each other 
with relief at Aylesbury Crown Court 
on Wednesday as the not guilty 
verdict was read out and they were 
cleared of racially aggravated assault 
of Mr Ali, 33, from Luton. 

Faruk’s brother Dhobir Ali, 31, said 
on the decision: “We are very 
surprised and shocked to see a not 


guilty verdict in this case. The whole 
ordeal has affected the whole family 
really badly. It’s affected Faruk, 
myself.. .everyone.” 

Mr Ali was quick to mention the 
support the whole family has 
received, adding: “There has seen an 
overwhelming outpour of concern 
towards Faruk and our family and 
we are thankful for that.” 

Faruk, who is autistic and lives 
with his family as he is unable to 
care for himself, was carrying out 
his normal routine of helping put 
out the bins early on Thursday, 
February 20 when the incident 
happened. 

Mr Ali had befriended binmen and 


his help had earned him the nick¬ 
name ‘Superman.’ 

The court found that while the 
officers had chased after Mr Ali, they 
were looking out for his wellbeing 
and that the injuries he suffered 
were consistent with falling into the 
bins and not being thrown. 

Voice recordings heard the two 
laughing as they drove after Mr Ali. 

PC Thomas, a passenger in the 
vehicle, was heard using the ‘f word. 

Aylesbury Crown Court was told he 
had used the term ‘f***ing P***’ as he 
and PC Pitts drove towards Mr Ali. 

In court, PC Thomas told the jury 
he had said ‘f***ing cracked me up’. 

He said he got out car and ran after 


and caught Mr Ali, knocking him 
into bins outside the family home. 

The prosecution’s case was that 
the officer punched Mr Ali in the 
face, but PC Thomas said he grabbed 
Mr Ali’s coat to slow him down. 

“He was large, strong and in a 
frantic state. 

“I was saying ‘Stop. Just stop 
there’.” 

He denied punching Mr Ali. 

The struggle continued inside the 
hallway of the family home, with Mr 
Ali shouting ‘Uma Uma!’ - Bengali 
for ‘mum mum!’ 

PC Thomas denied punching Mr 
Ali inside the house. 

PC Thomas, 33, from Welwyn 


Garden City in Hertfordshire, and 
PC Pitts, 40, from Bedford, who 
between them have 24 years of 
police service, pleaded not guilty to 
all charges. 

Attiq Malik, lawyer for Mr Ali said: 
“The incident and the trial has put 
the family under a huge amount of 
stress and given the evidence we are 
shocked at the outcome, especially 
the voice recording. 

“I heard the recording for the first 
time on Tuesday and am shocked 
they managed to walk away after 
hearing that. 

“The conclusion of the trial is not 
the end of the matter and we will 
carry on looking for justice.”

Judges rule cannabis 
conviction still stands

A MAN caught with £54,000 
worth of cannabis after his home 
was turned into a drugs factory 
must accept his conviction, 
judges have ruled. 

Alan Joseph Fontaine, 55, of 
Graham Road, Dunstable, was 
caught with almost 280 cannabis 
plants and a fully-functioning 
growing room in his home when 
police carried out a raid in 2011. 

He was caged for two years at 
Luton Crown Court in March 
2012 after admitting to producing 
class B drugs. 

On Wednesday, three judges at 


London’s Criminal Appeal Court 
rejected a conviction challenge 
by Fontaine, who has since been 
released. 

Mr Justice Foskett said police 
searched Fontaine’s home in July 
2011 and found plants with a 
potential yield in excess of 10kg 
and a street value of £31,000 to 
£54,000. They also found a grow¬ 
ing system for the plants and that 
electricity had been diverted to 
help run the operation. 

Fontaine insisted he had 
initially been unaware that a 
cannabis factory had been set up 
in his home by another man. He 
said he had demanded its remov¬ 
al when he realised what was 


going on. However, a judge reject¬ 
ed his account, after hearing that 
Fontaine’s fingerprint had been 
found on the foil lining of a 
window in the growing room. 

At the appeal, judges rejected 
his argument that he had been 
‘wrongly advised’ to plead guilty 
before the case against his 
co-accused was dropped. 

■ In a separate case this week, 
police found 154 cannabis plants 
following raids at addresses in 
Cranleigh Gardens and Windsor 
Walk in Luton. The hauls came 
after a member of the public 
reported a suspected burglary in 
Cranleigh Gardens and a tip-off 
about the house in Windsor Walk. 


FOUR Bedfordshire Police offic¬ 
ers under criminal investigation 
following the death of Leon 
Briggs (pictured below ) have been 
served with additional gross 
misconduct notices. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
said the notices related to the 
matter ‘of conferring at the police 
post incident procedure on 
November 4 last year, contrary to 
the College of Policing’s Approved 
Professional Practice’. 

Mr Briggs died in police custody 
after being detained. 

The police watchdog said the 
notices had been served to a 
police constable and three 
sergeants. Further criminal inter¬ 
views with the officers and a 
police detention officer took 
place last month. 

A second detention officer has 
been told they are no longer under 
criminal or misconduct investi¬ 
gation, but has been interviewed 
again by IPCC investigators as a 
“significant witness” to the inves¬ 
tigation.

Court on Thursday charged with violent 
disorder and grievous bodily harm with 
intent. Another 16-year-old appeared on 
Tuesday charged with violent disorder and 
possession of an offensive weapon. The 
18-year-old victim suffered serious injuries.

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Mum ‘committed’ 
to terrorism jailed

A MOTHER-OF-SIX was 
jailed for five years on 
Thursday after encouraging 
people to become suicide 
bombers on Facebook. 

Runa Khan, 35, of Maple 
Road West, Luton, was deter¬ 
mined to radicalise her 
friends and children into 
fundamentalist Jihadism in a 
campaign of hate on the 
internet and at home. She 
even her dressed her son as a 
Mujahideen fighter. 

She posted a picture of an 
explosive vest on the social 
media site with the message: 
‘Sisters, if you love your sons, 
husbands and brothers, 
prove it by sending them to 
fight for Allah’. 

Khan, who appeared in 
court wearing a niqab, was 
snared by counter terrorism 
police when she passed a 
secret route for terrorists to 
get into Syria. 

She sent an undercover 
officer the details of the route 
from Turkey to Syria that had 
been passed to her by A1 
Qaeda fighter Mohammed 
Nahin Ahmed. 

Khan appeared in the dock 
to be sentenced for four 
counts of disseminating 
terrorist publications. 

“The purpose of your 
messages was to further your 


own deeply entrenched 
violent ideology to encourage 
others to pursue violent 
Jihadist activities including 
suicide missions, mass kill¬ 
ing and other terrorist acts,” 
said Judge Peter Birts QC. 

“You are not only deeply 
radicalised yourself but you 
were a major radicaliser of 
others on Facebook and 
WhatsApp. 

“You were deeply commit¬ 
ted to radicalising others 
including your children into 
violent Jihadist extremism.” 

The judge said since her 


arrest, Khan had admitted to 
probation officers and 
psychologists that she is 
committed to the promotion 
of suicide bombing, behead¬ 
ings, stoning, and amputa¬ 
tion under Islamic Law. 

The judge said she was enti¬ 
tled to her ‘abhorrent’ views, 
but said she had to be 
sentenced on British laws for 
spreading terrorist material. 

He jailed her for five years 
and three months, saying 
only her guilty plea had saved 
her from a maximum prison 
term. 


Benefit cheat must repay £114k 


A FRAUDSTER admitted 
illegally claiming almost 
£115,000 in benefits over 
seven years. 

Carina Gibbs, 41, of Chiltern 
Road, Dunstable, falsely 
claimed to be single, when 
she was in fact living with her 
partner. 

On Thursday she returned 
to the dock at Luton Crown 
Court, having pleaded guilty 


to three charges of benefit 
fraud on October 28. 

Gibbs was sentenced to 12 
months in prison, suspended 
for two years, and ordered to 
carry out 250 hours of unpaid 
work, pay a £100 victim 
surcharge, £250 towards 
prosecution costs and 
£114,882.80 in fraudulently 
claimed benefits. 

Gibbs was charged follow¬ 


ing a joint investigation by 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
and the Department for Work 
and Pensions. 

It was revealed she had been 
living with her partner since 
May 2, 2006. 

Gibbs is the sole carer to her 
children, and was of previous 
good character, which were 
both taken into account 
during sentencing.

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Changes needed 
to tackle hunger

DELAYS in benefits, low wages and energy 
prices are among the reasons foodbank use 
has increased in the UK, according to a par¬ 
liamentary inquiry into hunger. 

The report, conducted by MPs and church 
leaders, said hunger is ‘here to stay’ and that 
many families can be overwhelmed by ‘a sud¬ 
den monetary crisis.’ 

The findings have been welcomed by the 
Luton Foodbank in Kingsway, with one of its 
board members Peter Adams saying the 
organisation had seen the issues highlighted 
in the report. 

He said: “We are thrilled that a report of this 
reasonably heavyweight cross-parliamentary 
membership that has raised this issue. 


“Looking at all the recommendations, they 
are all things that we would like to see hap¬ 
pening and they are a very wide range set of 
proposals.” 

Titled ‘Feeding Britain’, the report was pub¬ 
lished on Monday and among its recommen¬ 
dations it says the benefits system could make 
payments sooner, the minimum wage could 
be increased and more companies could take 
up the living wage. 

Mr Adams added: “A foodbank by its nature 
is a very short term thing that meets a deep 
need but we would like to see ourselves made 
redundant, so I see nothing in this report that 
I would not want to support.” 

Back in June, Luton on Sunday reported that 
food handouts in the East of England had 
risen by more than 167 per cent from April 
2013 to April 2014.

Figures show increase 
in ‘level four’ students 


THE percentage of primary 
school pupils achieving level 
four or above in reading, writ¬ 
ing and maths has risen. 

Data published by the 
Department for Education 
showed that 70 per cent of 
pupils in Luton had achieved 
the expected level in the 
‘3Rs’, up from 68 per cent 
who achieved it last year. 

However, this was nine per 


cent lower than the national 
average of 79 per cent. 

Tennyson Road Primary 
School pupils registered a 100 
per cent success rate in 
reaching the required 3Rs 
level. 

Following the release of the 
data, Schools Minister David 
Laws said he was ‘pleased ‘to 
see primaries raising their 
standards.

More pupils attend a 
good primary school

THE percentage of pupils attending good or 
outstanding primary schools has risen by six 
per cent, Ofsted has said. 

A report published this week by the educa¬ 
tion watchdog said inspectors found 76 per 
cent were at schools in Luton which were 
good or above, with 83 per cent attending 
secondary schools of such a standard. 

In the East of England, the document noted 
that primary schools were getting better as 
30,000 more children were attending good 
primary schools. 

But while 250,000 students are attending 
secondary schools that are at least rated 


good, a further 97,000 pupils are not. 
Inspectors also found that early years educa¬ 
tion provided children a ‘firm foundation’ 
but that this progression tailed off at the 
secondary level. 

A Luton Council spokeswoman said: “We 
are delighted to see Luton recognised as hav¬ 
ing the second highest proportion of good 
and outstanding secondary schools in the 
East of England and that progress in mathe¬ 
matics in these schools places Luton in the 
top 25 per cent nationally.” 

“Luton was the only authority in the East of 
England that exceeded the national level for 
the proportion of children entitled to free 
school meals attaining at least five GCSEs at 
grades A*-C including English and maths.”

Man, 78, attacked 
in Wardown Park

A PENSIONER was left in a 
serious condition after an 
assault in Wardown Park. 

The 78-year-old was 
attacked by three Asian teen¬ 
agers at around 3pm on 
Saturday, December 6 leav¬ 
ing him with a fractured jaw 
and a bleed to the brain. 

One of the teenagers is 
described as a dark skinned 


Asian male, about 16 years 
old, skinny with long hair on 
top and short on the side and 
about 5ft 7 tall. 

He was with two other Asian 
youths who were age about 15 
to 17 years old. 

It is believed that they may 
have been in the park for as 
much as an hour prior to the 
assault and may have been 
seen by the ice cream stand. 

Detective Sergeant Tom 
Hamm said: “The victim is in 
a stable condition in hospital 


having suffered a fractured 
jaw and a bleed to the brain. 

“This was a very serious 
assault and we are asking 
anybody who was in 
Wardown Park between 1pm 
and 4pm to contact us if they 
saw this incident or the three 
Asian youths in the park 
before or after the attack took 
place.”

TRIBUTES have flowed in 
following the death of a 
much valued and respected 
community worker. 

Lenos Wilson (pictured far 
right), who died last 
Saturday morning, cam¬ 
paigned for safer streets 
and neighbourhoods in 
Luton as chair of The Non- 
Violence Alliance (TNVA), a 
group he founded some 
years ago. 

Among the work the group 
has done, and continues to 
do, is working with young 
people in the town involved 
in gangs; holding peace ral¬ 
lies and patrols during the 
spate of shootings last year;

sections of the town’s com¬ 
munity and the police. 

At a meeting on Tuesday, 
representatives from Luton 
council, Bedfordshire 
Police and a number of 
community organisations 
held a minute’s silence in 
memory of Mr Wilson. 

Nigel Dominique, a TNVA 
member who has taken over 
the group 
since Lenos’s 
death, said 
their former 
leader worked 
‘tirelessly 
for peo¬ 
ple to 
live in 


peace’. He said: “I know 
many people up and down 
the country and we cannot 
understand how he did 
what he did with so much 
energy. When I talk to the 
council and the police we 
stand in awe. 

“As a man he was a very 
talented martial artist and 
he got to a very high level. 
He adored Luton and gave it 
a lot of his time. 

“When he went to meet¬ 
ings he just gave it every¬ 
thing. On Tuesday we had a 
minute’s silence in the 
council chamber and it was 
very humbling. 

“He was an outstanding 
person and it was a chance 
for people to just sit down

THIS week MP for South West 
Bedfordshire, Andrew Selous, 
discusses the Autumn Statement 


THE big event of last week in 
Parliament was the 
Chancellor’s Autumn 
Statement and I have looked 
carefully through it to see 
what impact it will have on 
our area. 

The cut in stamp duty will 
be warmly welcomed by 
everyone buying a home 
locally including the new 
homes currently being built 
on the old BTR factory and AC 
Delco factory sites in 
Dunstable as well as the new 
homes being built to the east 
of Leighton Buzzard. 

The buyer of an average 
family home will pay £4,500 
less in stamp duty which is 
very welcome. 

Local pensioners have 
complained to me about the 
impact that low interest rates 
has on their savings. 

I know they will welcome 
the change to allow them to 
inherit their husband, wife or 
partner’s ISA and keep its tax- 
free status. 

Last week a young man 
contacted me about trying to 
find a job and I have put him 
in touch with both Jobcentre 
Plus and Central 

Bedfordshire Council which 
both do excellent work in 
helping people find jobs. The 
abolition of National 


Insurance contributions for 
employers to take on an 
apprentice under the age of 
25 to help them get the skills 
they need to get on in life is 
very welcome and will 
improve the chances of that 
young man finding work. 

The Friday before last I 
visited the new Prologis site 
in Dunstable with Eric 
Pickles, the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government. 

That site will create around 
600 jobs which is excellent 
news for the area. 

Many of my constituents 
work for easyjet at Luton 
airport and their jobs are 
even more secure now with 
the cut in Air Passenger Duty 
for children under 12 from 
next May and for children 
under 16 from 2016. 

I am very privileged to 
represent three market towns 
as well as 14 villages and all 
the small shops and busi¬ 
nesses in them will welcome 
the doubling of small-busi¬ 
ness rates relief. The increase 
of the £1,000 discount for 


shops and cafes on the high 
street to £1,500 is particularly 
welcome for our area as is the 
increase in the research and 
development tax credit for 
small and medium-sized 
businesses. 

The University of 
Bedfordshire is very impor¬ 
tant to our local economy 
and it is excellent news that 
student loans of £10,000 for 
young people undertaking 
postgraduate Masters 
degrees will now be backed 
by the government for the 
first time. 

Many of my constituents 
have complained to me about 
how large multinational 
companies manage to avoid 
paying UK corporation tax. 

It is this government which 
has taken the first steps to 
deal with this issue by intro¬ 
ducing a 25 per cent tax on 
multinationals that artifi¬ 
cially divert profits. 

We have also made sure that 
very rich foreign people in 
the United Kingdom, but not 
registered here for tax, also 
pay their fair share.

HIDE HER NAME 


By Nadine Dorries

SURE, she has the gift of 
the gab, so she does. 
Nadine Dorries, the cheeky 
article, can spin a grand 
yarn, that she can. 

With her tales of paedo¬ 
philia, rape, adultery, the 
abuse of vulnerable adults, 
murder, ghostly appari¬ 
tions and ritual castration, 
this novel is a fine and 
dandy festive filler for yer 
darned and twice-turned 
Christmas stocking, so it is. 
(That’s enough of the feckin’ 
Oirish blarney. Ed) 

Hide Her Name is Dorries’ 
second novel in the trilogy 
that kicked off 



with The Four Streets. Set 
in the back streets of 1950’s 
Liverpool among the seeth¬ 
ing, tight-knit community 
of Irish immigrants who 
live, breed and die like 
there’s no tomorrow (which 
for some in this meaty saga, 
there’s not), it carries on 
where The Four Streets left 
off; with the murder of the 
much-loved and respected 
Irish priest, Father James. 

Uh-oh, are alarm bells 
ringing yet? They should 
be. Nadine has her beauti¬ 
fully manicured finger on 
the pulse of shockingly 
scandalous, but real and 
topical news stories and 
neither the police, the 
church, nor the NHS comes 
out of this well. 

If the dialogue verges 
dangerously on the cring- 
ingly cod, at least the plot 
rattles along with gusto. 

I can’t tell how easy it 
would be to follow the 
thread of the story if you 
hadn’t read The Four 
Streets but it seems that 
most of those who did read 
the first book, loved it. 

So they’ll be rushing to 
find out what has happened 
to poor little up-the-spout 
Kitty, mad as a box of frogs 
Alice, the drunken Da, Big 
Paddy, and all the other 
colourfully drawn but 
stereotypical characters. 

And once I’d started on 
the first chapter, I was 
keen to know too. 



Because, just like the first 
outing in this O’Dorries 
family saga, however 
cliched some of the descrip¬ 
tions, however vacuous 
some of the language, Hide 
Her Name is a page-turner. 

Which is good news for 
the publishers and even 
better news for Nadine 
whose final book in the tril¬ 
ogy is due out next summer. 

So there we are; Kitty, who 
has spent months mangling 
sheets and being bullied by 


the nuns in a Magdalene 
laundry has already laid the 
foundation for the plot. 

Whether Nadine will be 
chosen to represent Mid 
Beds in next May’s general 
election or not, the Tory MP 
is clearly on a mission to 
establish yet another 
successful career, this time 
as a novelist.

IF for some bizarre reason 
Christmas has so far passed 
you by unnoticed, I can tell 
you where it’s hanging out. 

All of the fun, the sparkle 
and the magic of the season, 
having been packaged up 
prettily, has now exploded 
onstage at MK Theatre in this 
year’s production of Peter Pan. 

J M Barrie’s story of the boy 
who never grows up is not a 
pantomime in the traditional 
sense. There are no princess¬ 
es, Shetland ponies or grue- 
somely made-up blokes wear¬ 
ing outrageously hideous 
frocks; thank goodness. 

There is, however, the very 
stuff of childhood. It is a world 
of make-believe; of pirates 
and redskins, wild animals, 
mermaids and fairies and, 
more than anything, of adven¬ 
tures in a faraway place.

While the 2011 film was a box 
office hit with big talent, a clever 
plot, and raunchy humour the 
sequel fails to deliver on all 
accounts. 

Horrible Bosses 2 is a dull satire of 
America’s economy and despite 
the title doesn’t really have any 
‘horrible bosses’ in it. 

What we do get is an absurd and 
barely strung together plot occa¬ 
sionally punctuated with tired and 
lazy attempts at humour. 

Jennifer Aniston returns as Dr 
Julia Harris, whose outrageous 
behaviour certainly earns a laugh 


or two, and Kevin Spacey is back as 
David Harken from behind a pane 
of prison glass. The writers have 
come up with the weakest of excus¬ 
es to get Aniston and Spacey back 
and neither character has anything 
to do with the story. 

They’re replaced by Christoph 
Waltz as the generic villain Hanson 
and Chris Pine as his un-funny 
sociopath son Rex. 

So it all comes down to Bateman, 


Day and Sudeikis to deliver the 
comedy punches but try as they 
might they’re just not up to it. 

The only thing that sets them 
apart are their varying degrees of 
idiocy that lacks any comedic 
chemistry. 

While the film may ignite a few 
laughs things go wrong from the 
start as the strong cast struggles to 
warrant the absurd plotline, 
especially one where the ‘horrible 


bosses’ have already been defeat¬ 
ed. 

After the success of the original 
there are many reasons, painfully 
stretched out over 108 minutes, not 
to make such a weak sequel. 

Unfortunately Horrible Bosses 2 
falls victim to that old 
cliche: it’s just not as good (or as 
funny) as the original.

And it could have been a cricket score had the 
hosts been a sharper outfit that hadn’t just 
been knocked out of the FA Cup to non-league 
Dover, returning to league action having taken 
just four points in their last five outings at the 
Globe Arena.

minute opener. 

When McNulty’s two moments of madness 
arrived, there was a good case for the defender, 
as the last man, to depart from the pitch on 26 
minutes. But Luke Wilkinson should take some 
of the blame as he sold his captain horrifically 
short with a pass, which the Morecambe scorer 
knocked past him before being scythed down. 

But the second booking was sheer stupidity - 
the skipper slamming needlessly into Paul 
Mullin on the halfway line and leaving his 
troops to battle on without him for the next 62 
minutes. 

It was the fourth time in his career that refer¬ 
ee Andy D’Urso had sent off a Hatters player 
inside half an hour. 

Making it to half time 1-0 down would have 
been relative success but they even missed 
their cue there when Hughes rose highest late

Still after heavy reverse

JOHN Still was left to rue 
naive defending as his ten- 
man Luton side slumped 3-0 
at Morecambe - their heaviest 
defeat of the campaign. 

Veteran striker Kevin Ellison 
put the Shrimps ahead on 17 
minutes with Town already 
suffering a case of the away 
day jitters but then Hatters 
captain Steve McNulty saw red 
with two bookings 92 seconds 
apart, just before the half hour 
mark. 

It left Town with a mountain 
to climb and they conceded 
again on the stroke of half 
time to a Mark Hughes header. 

“We defended naively, made 
too many errors and didn’t 
play the conditions,” said 
manager Still. 

“We spoke about it before the 
game, about playing in the 
other team’s half. We didn’t. 

“We never looked secure at 
all and didn’t give ourselves a 
chance to attack because we 
weren’t secure enough. 


“There were too many errors, 
if I’m being honest. We weren’t 
collective but if we had have 
been we’d have given our¬ 
selves a chance in the second 
half. 

“We spoke about how diffi¬ 
cult it would be, defending 
that end, but we didn’t listen, 
so I have to take responsibility 
for that, I’m the manager. 

“People were given instruc¬ 
tions and never followed 
instructions. I have to look at 
that and find out why it was 
the case. 

“It was poor defending, naive 
defending and that’s not just 
the back people. Anyone in our 
final third defended naively.” 

There was a slight improve¬ 
ment after the interval, with 
Luton’s top scorer Mark Cullen 
forcing Morecambe keeper 
Scott Davies into his first save 
in the opening seconds. 

But the hosts made their one- 
man advantage count and 
Padraig Amond stroked in 
from close range in the 82nd 
minute. 

Still said: “In the second half 
we did better with ten men 
than we did in the first half 


with 11.” 

But the boss refused to be too 
downhearted despite a second 
successive defeat on the road 
without scoring. 

“If I look at how we’ve per¬ 
formed this season, I’m abso¬ 
lutely delighted,” he said. “If I 
look at how we performed 
today, I’m disappointed.” 

The game did mark the 
return from injury of striker 
Ross Lafayette, who replaced 
Cullen on 68 minutes, for his 
first appearance since early 
September and a hernia oper¬ 
ation. 

“I feel great,” he said on his 
fitness, adding: “Now it’s just 
[about getting] minutes. Prior 
to my injury I was just starting 
to get there and to really knock 
on the door for a starting place. 

“Getting some goals is my 
next objective but I’m not real¬ 
ly fussed as long as the team is 
winning, that’s the main 
thing.” 

Town will aim to do that on 
Tuesday in their FA Cup sec¬ 
ond round replay at home to 
Bury, with a trip to either 
Cambridge or Mansfield 
awaiting the victor.
